WHALE TOWS CAPTORS AROUND, 
ESCAPES TWICE, TIES UP PORT 


45-Foot Mammal Caught in Pond, 
Shot 10 Times, Is Finally 
Harpooned. 
By the Associated Press. 

SHELTON, Wash., Aug. 23. 
The turmoil created by a wounded 
45-foot whale tied up shipping 
here yesterday. 

The whale was discovered in a 
log pond which it had reached 
through miles of inland waters. 
Jimmy Freeman, log rolling ex- 
pert donned his calked shoes and 
climbed aboard. He drove a har- 
poon into the giant mammal and 
tied it to a log raft. The whale 
then was shot 10 times with a 
rifle. . 

The wounded mammal struggled 
back to the bay dragging the raft 
with it. When its struggles ceased 
the whale was anchored to a light 
bouy, just as observers decided the 
mammal was dead, it revived and 
rushed for deep water. 

A second whaling party rushed 
to the scene in a power boat from 
Tacoma. A. M. Aiken, fts leader. 
harpooned the whale which es- 
caped after a fierce struggle. Three 
hours later the party captured for 
the third and final time.

OSLO, Aug. 23.—Salomon Au- 


guste Andree, Swedish balloonist 


explorer who in 1897 tried to fly 
to the North Pole in a balloon, was 
thought here today to have 
reached a point less than 500 miles 
from his objective, and to have 
been beating back to the inhabited 
world when death overtook him. 

Dr. S. Horn, scientist with the 
expedition which Aug. 8 found An- 
dree’s body and those of his two 
comrades, Nils Strindberg and 
Knut Frankel, said that he did not 
think their balloon landed on 
White Island, or Hvitvoen, since 
there were distinct traces that the 
party had arrived by rowing or 
walking. 

On the back page of the bal- 
loon’s log, one of two books found 
in the camp with the bodies, there 
is the notation, ‘83 degrees north 
32 -east,” with the date of entry, 
July 18, 1897, seven days after the 
start of the balloon from Dane's 
Island, Spitzbergen. The position 
given is some distance north of the 
spot where the men’s bodies were 
found, and about 475 miles from 
the pole itself. 

An@ree Apparently Last to Die. 

The captain of the sealer Bratt- 
vaag, which is bringing the bodies 
back to Tromsoe, Norway, said that 
the camp was arranged in an in- 
telligent manner. Moccasins and 
other equipment found were very 
much worn, indicating long use. 
Andree apparently lived longest. 
Rifles and instruments lay at his 
side; also there was his diary in 
which he wrote his last words 

The Brattvaag is expected to 
reach Tromsoe about Sept. 10. 
Meanwhile further news of the ex. 
pedition’s discovery is not obtain- 
able, since the Brattvaag has no 
wireless. 

Two books aboard the Brattvaag 
are expected here to tell the com, 
plete story of the first attempt to 
cross the pole by air, what brought 
the balloon down, and of those long 
days of starvation thereafter. One 
of these books is the balloon’s log. 
The second is the personal diary 
of Andree. Both log and diary 
were stiff with ice. Lest the pages 
be broken or the documents other- 
wise damaged, no attempt was 
made to open them. 

Other relics of the expedition 
aboard the Brattvaag include ‘two 
sledges, One boat, a harpoon, cook- 
ing apparatus and other utensils. 
No trace was found of either a 
tent which the party must have 
had, or of the balloon itself. Two 
of the bodies, including that of An- 
dree, were perfectly preserved; the 
third, which had been partly shel- 
tered from the ice in the small 
boat, had deteriorated. 

Discovered By Chance. 

There were indications that the 
three men had lived for some time 
after being forced down on the ict. 
They had food enough aboard the 
balloon for six months, and _ the 
remains of a polar bear found at 
the campsite indicated they may 
have added fresh meat to their 
diet. After the death of the three 
snow and ice covered the bodies 
and the camp site. Other parties 
landing from boats or nearby in 
the succeeding years never sus- 
pected the existence of the camp. 

Dr. Horn thought his own ex- 
pedition might have passed the 
spot by except that by some freak 
of the weather much of the ice in 
the tocality had melted  retently, 
uncovering the bodies. His expedi- 
tion landed near the camp site Aug. 
6, discovered the remains two days 
later and built a cairn to mark the 
spot before leaving it. 

Information as to the discovery, 
which solved one of the mysteries 
of the Arctic was brought from 
the north by the sealer Terningen. 
The Terningen’s captain was hailed 
by the Brattvaag’s master, who 
asked him, since he himself bad no 
wireless, to broadcast the news. 


Demutyer Thinks Leak in Fabric 
of Balloon Forced Andree Down.

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—-Capt 
Ernest Demuyter. Belgian balloon- 
ist who has won the Gordon Ben- 
nett cup four times and is in the 
United States preparing to com- 
pete in that event Sept. 1, thinks 
the Andree party was forced down 
in Fridtjof Nansen Land because 
of tears or leaks in its balloon.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23. — A 
total of 2,508,151 ablebodied 
Americans, comprising 2 per cent 
of the country’s total population, 
was listed by the Census Bureau 
today as unemployed last April 
and looking for work. 

* The total was announced on the 
basis of preliminary returns from 
every section of the country. The 
bureau explained that six other 
classes of unemployed were not in- 
cluded in the total, but added that 
those without a job, able to work 
and looking for a job unquestion- 


ably constituted the bulk of those 
listed as unemployed. 


Because tabulations have not 
been completed on the number of 
persons now gainfully employed, a 
definite comparison was not avail- 
able. The bureau estimated, how- 
ever, employed would approximate 
40 per cent of the total popula- 
tion. This would bring the num- 


ber idle to about 5 per cent of the 
normally employed _ population. 
Only 0.5 in South Dakota. 

By states, the percentage of job 
seekers ranged from 0.5 in South 
Dakota and Mississippi to 3.2 in 
Rhode Island and New Jersey and 
3.3 in Michigan. 

The other classes to be covered 
by the unemployment census in- 
clude those having jobs but iaid 
off without pay, persons unable to 
work, those having jobs and vol- 
untarily idle, and vacationists and 
others drawing pay but not at 
work. 

The group laid off without pay 
was regarded as particularly im- 
portant in coal mining districts 
where the bureau reported a dis- 
position on the part of miners to 
report themselves laid off rather 
than jobless, even though they 
have done no work for a long 
period. Many in the group were 
thought to be in the same eco- 
nomic status of the job seekers. 
A good part also was expected to 
represent workers laid off for 
short periods for seasonal or other 
temporary reasons. Other classes 
were not regarded as important 
in consideration of the .unemploy- 
ment problem but will be included 
to avoid confusion. ,

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MISSOURI DROUTH 
BUARD IS TOLD 46 
GOUNTIES NEED AID 


Thousands of Farmers Are 
Unable to Buy Feed for 
Their Livestock — Many 
Pastures Wiped Out. 


DOUGLAS COUNTY 
IS HARDEST HIT" 


Problem Made Worse Be- 
cause Local Banks Are 
Unable to Carry Addi- 
tional Burden. : 


Thousands of Missouri farmers 
are unable to buy feed for their 
livestock, it was reported to the 
Missouri State Drouth Relief Com- 
mittee, which held its first meet- 
ing here yesterday after establish- 
ment by Gov. Caulfield. 

It was shown also that pastures, 
grain and forage crops had been 
wiped out or greatly reduced by 
the drouth in many sections. Feed 
supplies on hand will not last 
through the winter in most places 
affected. To make matters worse, 
banks in many of the stricken 
counties are unable to carry any 
further burden of financing the 
afflicted farms until next year’s 


crops come along. 

The relief committee found that 
46 of Missouri's 114 counties were 
suffering more or less. seriously 
from the drouth, including six 
counties which were in difficulty 
only in small areas. These 46 
counties are in the Ozarks, South- 
eastern Missouri and a tier along 
the Mississippi and adjacent, north 
of St. Louis. 

County Relief Committees. 

It was decided to appoint local 
relief committees in the 46 coun- 
ties. Dean F. B. Mumford of the 
College of Agriculture of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, a member of 
the State committee, who is in con- 
tact with county farm interests, 
will recommend personnel of the 
local groups, by direction of yes- 
terday's session. 

A detailed report of the esti- 
mates of the drouth situation in 
72 counties made by county farm 
agents for the information of Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Hyde, was 
brought to the meeting by Dean 
Mumford. Not all of the counties 
listed were believed by the com- 
mittee to have suffered seriously 
from the dry weather. 

One question which the agents 
were asked to answer was the 
number of farm families in their 
counties which were unable _ to 
purchase livestock feed. Replies 
from 26 of the counties estimated 
that there were 19,150 such fami- 
lies, Or an average of 736 to each 
of these counties. The largest 
numbers were reported from south- 
eastern, Ozark and northern Mis- 
sissippi River counties. 

Answers from 18 other counties 
were in percentages of families re- 
siding on farms, the average show- 
ing that 34 per cent of the fami- 
lies in this group were unable to 
buy feed. No replies to this ques- 
tion were listed from the remain- 
ing 28 counties. 

Douglas Hardest Hit. 

Douglas County was reported as 
having 2000 families in this cate- 
gory, the largest figure for any 
county. Other large figures were: 
Crawford and Perry counties, each 
1500; Dent, 1350; Scott, 1220; 
Boone, Oregon and Pemiscot, 1000 
each, In_those units listed by per- 
centages, the largest were: Ralls 
and Stoddard counties, each 75 
per cent; Randolph and Wright, 
each 50 per cent. 

Dean Mumford had remarked 
that Boone County was not in bad 
condition from the drouth and it 
was stated in the meeting also that 
Pemiscot County had not suffered. 

All 72 county farm agents gave 
percentage estimates showing great 
damage variously to grain, forage 
crops, corn and pastures, Where 
pastures were mentioned specific- 
jally it gvas uSually to say that 
they were “100 per cent gone” or 
“all burned up.” Estimates that 
corn and forage crops were 50 to 
90 per cent damagec were frequent 

In Only a few instances were per- 
centages of less than 60 estimated. 
Information was given in the re- 
plies by the agents as to the prob- 
able amounts of grain ond other 
concentrates and.of hay and other 
roughage that are needed to carry 
stock through the winter. Nearest 
ponts where feed can be obtained, 
including St. Louis for a number 


of the counties. were listed for the 


guidance of relief workers. 
Shortage of Feed 

Present feed supplies will last 
only through the first part of the 
winter in many of the counties, the 
table related.

They pushed 
the plane over to a larger field and 
I had to take off across the fur- 
rows to head into the wind. The 
Robin bumped from furrow to fur- 
row bouncing me around in lively 
fashion. The field was none too 
large for that sort of take-off, and 
I just managed to clear a string 
of electric wires after leaving the 
ground.”

ARMY REVOLT 
IN PERU; LED 
BY OFFICERS 
OF GARRISON 


Troops at Arequipa in 
Seize Department Prefect 
Commander. 


NEAR-BY PORT CLOSED 
BY GOVERNMENT. 


Administration at Lima An- 
nounces It Is Taking 
Steps to End Mutiny — 
Trouble Attributed to 
Forged Order. 


By the Associated Press. 
LIMA, Peru, Aug. 23.—A serious 


military revolt in Southern Peru 
today threatened the administra- 
tion of President Augusto B. Le- 
guia. 

The garrison at Arequipa, third 


city of the republic, led the movee 
ment. Revolting under the leadere 
ship of officers, the garrison ar- 
rested the civil and military chiefs 
of the department and today was 
in complete control there. 

The Government was said offi- 
cially to be taking appropriate 
steps. There were reports that 
these involved sending of a fleet 
to Mollendo, port near Arequipa, 
and in moving aircraft against the 
city. 

Mollendo, which ts at the end of 
the railroad which runs from Lake 
Titicaca, on the Bolivian border, 
trough Arequipa, to the Pacific 
Coast, was closed by official order 
to national and foreign commercial 
vessels. Arequipa was closed also 
to commercial airships. 

An official pronouncement by the 
Government said: 

“Troops forming the Arequipa 
garrison, incited by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Sanchez Cerro, revolted 
this morning (Friday) at about 11 
o'clock. The revolt was based on 
a forged army ordinance saying 
that the Government had decided 
to discharge officers and troops 
and reduce their salaries, 

“The rebels arrested the Depart- 
ment Prefect, Frederico Fernan- 
dini, and the chief of the Arequipa 
division, Brigadier-General Leo- 
poldo Arias, but there was no 
bloodshed. The rebels took pus- 
session of the city. The Governe 
ment has taken the necessary steps 
in the hope of re-establishing order 
in Arequipa Department.”

The President has 
until Sept. 16 to name the five 
other members. Under the law 
the group must be made up equal- 
ly of Republicans and Democrats. 

Fletcher’s service in the State 
Department at home and in the 
embassies abroad was considered 
by President Hoover exceptional 
qualification for the problems of 
world economics to be faced by the 
commission. e ° 

Beginning his foreign service in 
1902, Fletcher was for a time 
Under-Secretary of State, giving 
especial attention to economic 
rroblems. He represented the 
United States at several Pan- 
American conferences, serving as 
chairman at Santiago and ag dele- 
gate to the meeting in Havana in 
1928. Many of the economic rec- 
ommendations made by these 
groups, President Hoover pointed 
out yesterday, were instigated by 
Fletcher. 

Two members of the present 
commission, Edgar B. Brossard 
(Rep.), Utah, and Alfred P. Den- 
nis (Dem.) of Maryland, are ex- 
pected to continue on the new 
commission.

Dr. Kosutich, Croatian Leader, Ob- 


tains Wait From U. S. Court.

NEW YORK, Aug. 23.—On the 
eve of his scheduled departure 
from the United States, Dr. August 
Kasutich, croatian leader. de.- 
tained on Ellis Island at the re- 
quest of the Jugo-Slavian Govern- 
ment since his arrival here four 
weeks ago, was saved from depor- 
tation by the issuance of a writ of 
habeas corpus yesterday.

Governor. 

Unofficial and incomplete re- 
turns were reported from scattered 
polling places during the voting 
hours, but the figures were insuf- 
ficient to give any definite trend.

Mrs. Ferguson 396. Mineola, in 
East Texas, sent in an early report 
of 14 votes for Mrs. Ferguson and 
one for Sterling. San Antonio re- 
ported five precincts, Sterling 187 
votes and Mrs. Ferguson 148. In 
Dallas Sterling was reported lead- 
ing by majorities of two and three 
to one except in South Dallas, 
where Mrs. Ferguson had a lead 
in some precincts and was running 
close with Sterling in others.

Mrs. Carrie Stevens, 57 years 
old, of Wichita, Kan., was killed 


and three men were injured yes- 
terday afternoon when two auto- 


mobiles ccllided head-on as the 
driver of one machine attempted 
to pass another car near Warren- 
ton.on Highway No. 40, about 65 
miles west of St. Louis. 

The injured, at St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital, St. Charles, are Mrs. Stev- 
ens’ husband, Clarence A. Stev- 
ens, 60, who was driving their car; 
Clyde Osborne, 22, of the Orpheum 
Hotel, St. Louis, driver of the other 
car, and his companion, Walter J. 


Kennedy, 24, 3909A Miami street. 

Stevens suffered a fracture of 
the collarbone and severe cuts; 
Osborne, a fracture of the collar- 
bone, and Kennedy, a fracture of 
the skull. Mrs. Stevens was killed 
outright. 

On the testimony of an eyé-wit- 
ness, Osborne and Kennedy were 
arrested. Warren County authori- 
ties plan to issue a manslaughter 
warrant against Osborne. 

Witness Describes Accident. 

Stevens, a retired farm machine 
manufacturer, was driving from 
Wichita to Chicago to visit rela- 
tives. Osborne and Kennedy had 
rented an automobile in St. Louis 
and were bound for Kansas City 
to look for work. 

The accident occurred on a 
straight stretch of pavement five 
miles west.of Warrenton. Accord- 
ing to Charles Boyer, a tourist from 
the State of Washington, the St. 
Louis car passed him at high speed 
and crashed into the Stevens car 
which was traveiing cast at a 
moderate speed on the right side 
of the road. 

Both machines left the pavement 
and fell into the ditch. Boyer and 
other motorists extricated the sur- 
vivors. Mra. Stevens suffered frac- 
tures of the spine and skull, ap- 
parently having been thrown for- 
ward against the dashboard. 

Dr. J. H. Dyer, Coroner of War- 
ren County, opened an {[nquest at 
the scene, taking Boyer’s testimony 
in order that he might proceed on 
his journey. The inquest was left 
open pending the questioning of 
the survivors.

BONDSMEN-POLICE COLLUSION 
IS ALLEGED IN WASHINGTON 


Grand Jury Inquiry Demanded 
After Five-Day, Dispute 
Over Dry Cases,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23. — A 
grand jury investigation was de- 
manded here today to determine 
whether professional bondsmen 
were “in collusion with police” to 
cause arrests merely for the pur- 
pose of creating bonds. 

The action climaxed a five-day 
controversy among officials over 
the prosecution of liquor law vio- 
lators. It was precipitated by state- 
ments attributed to police judges 
indicating they believed police 
had been overzealous in their 
charges in prohibition cases and 
by a suggestion from the Assistant 
United States Attorney in charge of 
violations that only nominal bonas 
be assessed. 

Milton Kronheim, president of 
the Professional Bondsmen’s As- 
sociation here, said he wold ask 
the District Attorney to investigate 
the situation to determine if 
“there is any truth in the state- 
ment” that bondsmen and police 
are working together. 

The controversy over liquor law 
prosecutions here started when As- 
sistant United States Attorney Hart 
refused to prosecute 13 of 25 cases 
recently given him by police, on 
the ground some of the raids had 
been made without warrants or 
were otherwise illegal.

DESIGNS, BYRD STATES 


At Aeronautic Dinner He De- 
scribes Imaginary Ship Such 
~ as He Wants.

CHICAGO, Aug. 23.—Recr Ad- 
miral Richard E. Byrd is*in the 
market for a new airplane—a ship 
that can fold its feet like a bird 


and carry, its motors in the wings. 

Coming from the seclusion of 
a New Hampshire retreat” to be 
the honor guest of the Nationa) 
Aeronautic Association tonight, he 
offered to place his order for such 
a flying machine, adding: “But I 
will not tell you for what purpose 
I would use it.” His order for 
the plane was part of an. indict- 
ment of aviation progress which, 
he said, in the two years he has 
been gone in the Antarctic has 
not been sufficient to produce a 
tri-motored ship better than the 
one in which he flew over the 
South Pole. 

“The three-engined plane,” he 
said, “is only 50 per cent as effi- 
cient as the single motored ship. 
The public is no longer afraid to 
fly and it is now up to manufac- 
turers and operators to improve 
design and decrease the cost per 
mile.” 

He prophesied that within three 
or four years aviation would be 
well under other forms of trans- 
portation in cost per minute of 
travel. 

He was introduced by Senator 
Hiram Bingham, president of the 
association, as “fhe most distin- 
guished young American today,” 
and presented with a ‘diploma of 
honorary membership in the or- 
ganization, a distinction held by 
only four other living men—Dr. 
Hugo Eckener, Thomas A. Edison, 
Col. Charles A. Lindbergh and Or- 
ville Wréght. 

Maj. Jimmy Doolittle, flying 
nonstop from Washington, carried 
with him a message from Presi- 
dent Hoover in which the nation’s 
executive regretted his inability to 
attend the 1930 national air races 
to which the banquet, with more 
than a thousand in attendance, was 
an inaugural. 

“These meetings and air races 
are a definite contribution to the 
development of aviation,” Presi- 
dent Hoover wrote, “supplying 
stimulation, incentive, demonstra- 
tion and exchange of ideas that 
are invaluable, I hope the occa- 
sion will be a great success.”

DUKE OF NORTHUMBERLAND

50 Years Old; Leader of “Diehards”

LONDON, Aug. 23.—The Duke 
of Northumberland died suddenly 
today following a relapse after a 
long illness. He was 50 years old, 
the eighth Duke of his line. 

Born on April 17, 1880, he rose 
rapidly in army rank and in 1901 
served in the South Africay war.

Capt. William Leyhe Sr., 
84 Years on the River, Dies 


Co-Founder of the Eagle 
Line Suecumbs to Infirmi- 

ties at Age of 90 at His 

Home in Alton. 


Capt. William Leyhe Sr., who 
had lived on and with and by the 
Mississippi for 84 years, died of the 
infirmities of age last night at his 
home in Alton. He was 90 years 
old. 

His first contact with this coun- 
try 84 years ago was the Mississip- 
pi, and his fast days were spent in 
contemplating che beloved river 
from his front porch. He and his 
brother, Henry, who died in 1914, 
built their first steamboat in 1858, 
when William was 18 years old, 
and he was president of the Eagle 
Packet Co. from 1885 until last 
year. ; 

Even in Germany as a child he 
knew the rivers. His father, Hen- 
ry, was a bridge contractor at 
Darmstadt. When young Henry 
was eight years old and William 
was six, the family came to this 
country a journey that lasted from 
May to August. They traveled by 
steamer from Frankfort-am-Main 
to Havre, and by “wind-jammer” 
to New Orleans, where they em- 
barked on the steamboat Syitans 
for St. Louis. 

A report of smallpox held the 
boat in quarantine at Arsenal Is- 
land in St. Louis, but friends of 
the Leyhes aided them to g0 
ashore that night. The. bridge con- 
tractor took his family to War- 
saw, Ill., opposite Alexandria, Mo., 
and started a sawmill—on the Mis- 
sissipp!. 

As boys his sons built rowboats. 
As very young men they cut walnut 
logs, sawed them in their’ father's 
mill, traded an interest in the en- 
terprise to a neighbor and with 
their own hands turned out the 
Young Eagle—first of the boats 
that have made the Eagle line a 
big iteny in steamboating for 72 
years. 

The first boat ran between War- 
saw, Alexandria and Keokuk. Oth- 
ers were built in the next few years 
and in -time the brothers had a 
dozen boats in service on the Mis- 
sissippi, Missouri and Illinois. In 
1874 they removed their head- 
quarters to St. Louis. Two years 
later Capt. William Leyhe became 
master of the first Spread Eagle, 
which made the trip to Alton in 
an hour and 55 minutes, and he 
remained master of the successive 


‘Spread Eagles on that run until 
‘the last was lost in the Tennessee 
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CAPT. WILLIAM LEYHE SR. 


River ice jam at Paducah in 1918. 

That year the Tennessee, never 
khown to freeze before, froze nine 
inches thick after the brothers ré- 
moved their fleet of four steamers, 
a quarterboat, tugboat, wharfboat 
and two coal barges from its cus- 
tomary winter berth in the Ohio 
because of ice in that river. On 
Jan, 28 a thaw started the ice pack 
down the Tennessee on the crest 
of a flood. The fleet was destroyed 
with the exception of one coal 
barge, the Spread Eagle, so utterly 
that no splinter of her was ever 
reported seen. 

Capt. Leyhe retired then from 
active life on the river, but never 
a week-day passed until three 
years ago that he was not at his 
office here. Two sons, Capt. Hen- 
ry W. Leyhe and Capt, William H. 
Leyhe of the steel hull Cape Girar- 
deau, carried on. Since then he 
had read and watched the river 
from his rocking chair. 

“This last year,” said Capt, Hen- 
ry Leyhe, “he had to give up read- 
ing after an hour or so at a time, 
But he could see better at a dis- 
tance than I. He could point out 
things down on the river that I 
had to put on my glasses to dis- 
tinguish.” 

Surviving. besides the sons, are 
three daughters, Miss Emma Leyhe, 
Mrs. Clara li Bell and Mrs. Katie 
L. Ferris. Funeral services will be 
held at 2 p. m. Monday at the res- 
idence, 706 State street, Alton, with 
interment in Alton Cemetery, on a 
lofty bluff overlooking the Mis- 
sissippi.

| OUR OLIGARCHY. 

James W. Gerard, who was our war-time Ambas- 
sador to Germany, believes that America is ruled by 
59 men, subsequently increased to 64. His list in- 
cludes the names of Rockefeller, Mellon, Morgan, 
Ford, Insull, the du Ponts, Raskob and Owen D. 
Young. It originally consisted entirely of capital- 
ists and financiers, bankers, publicists, magnates in 
the steel industry, in railroads, mining and the pub 
lic utilities. The names of William Green and Mat- 
thew Woll, president and vice president, respective- 
ly, of the American Federation of Labor, appear in 
the latest revision. These 64 are the men who 
wield “the power behind the throne.” They rule, says 
Mr. Gerard, “by virtue of their ability.” 

Unexpected as the statement is, it must be admitted, 
nevertheless, that there is something in it. The 
democracy of America is no longer the democracy of 
the town meeting. To impartial foreign observers, 
it has more often presented the aspect of a plutoc- 
racy. Men of great wealth sit behind the scenes and 
pull the strings. They rule, as Mr. Gerard has said, 
by virtue of their ability to rule. 

But the rule of industry and finance is by no 
means a dictatorship. It operates only within cer- 
tain definite limits of tolerance.

The ultimate au- 
thority is in their hands. They can rule the rulers 
when they wil]. Unless we are mistaken, something 
is going to happen to Ruler Grundy next November.

The gain from scientific manage- 
ment is threefold: The employer secures 
lower production costs, the employe re- 
celives higher wages with all the benefits 
that accrue therefrom, and the public 
procures the finishe] product eat jess 
cost.

MAKING MILITARY TRAINING OPTIONAL. 

The decision of Attorney-General Mitchell which 
holds that military training in colleges and univer 
sities may be made optional instead of compulsory 
under the provisions of the Morrill act is of far-reach- 
ing significance. No less than 54,000 freshmen and 
sophomores are affected by the ruling. “Land-grant” 
institutions, those involved, number 69 and are Ic 
cated in every state and several of the territorial pos 
sessions. They enroll one-fifth of the resident college 
student bodies. Twenty-six of them are state universt- 
ties, including many of the largest. Cornell, Rutgers 
and Massachusetts Institute of Technology are on 
the list. 

As might be expected, the University of Wisconsin 
began the movement which resulted in the Attorney- 
General's decision, In 1923 the Wisconsin Legisle- 
ture interpreted the Morrill act as meaning that pro 
vision of facilities for military training was all that 
was required. Whether students elected to take “mil 
itary science” at Madison was up to them. Secre 
tary of War Weeks protested, but the Bureau of Zdu- 
cation upheld the Wisconsin view. Dr. David Kin: 
ley, recently retired president of the University of 
Illinois, long proud that his R. O. T. C. brigade was 
the largest in the country, joined the iseye and be 
eame the leader of the compulsory forces. Year by 
year opposition to required training has increased on 
many campuses. Heated discussions have been held 


with army officers and objecting students disputing | 


benefits and disadvantages. Not a few students have 
withdrawn rather than spend three hours a week in 
military pursuits. 

It would seem that a single reading of the law 
would have at once routed the compulsory camp. 
Passed in 1862, it granted Federal land to each state 
“for the endowment, support and maintenance of at 
least one college where the leading object shall be, 
without excluding other scientific and classical stud- 
ies, and including military tactics, to teach such 
branches of learning as are related to agriculture and 
the mechanic arts.” There is nothing obscure about 
the text. The Attorney-General is correct in sup- 
porting the Wisconsin interpretation. ° 

Optional] military training in colleges is in accord 
with the American spirit. Compulsory military train- 
ing is not.

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BRITAIN’S ROYAL BIRTH. 

Since Britain gets her rulers by inheritance rather 
than by election, the great to-do on the birth of a 
prospective heir to the throne has all the thrills of 
election night in this country.

would wed at last if the Duchess of York presented 
him another niece. Though two of Britain's greatest 
rulers were women—under one the nation enjoyed 
intellectual renaissance, under the other imperialist 
expansion—the present desire is for a masculine 
ruler. And the third generation still lacks a male 
heir. There is ample precedent for such a marriage 
of state; im fact, three sons of George III wedded 
late in life to preserve the line. The result. iron- 
ically enough, was a feminine ruler, Victoria. So 
even if the newest royal infant never holds the 
scepter, she may be remembered in history as the per- 
sonage whose birth cast the die that turned the 
Prince of Wales from eternal bachelordom.

EXAS, Oklahoma and other states in 

adopting the primary provided for a 

run-off. If no one gets a majority in the 
primary, the highest two hold a second 
primary and the nomination is made be- 
tween them. 

Springfield has something like that in its 
city election. There is a primary and the 
two highest for each office hold a run-off. 
There is no provision of that kind in our 
State primaries. The candidate receiving 
the plurality is the party nominee. 


Nevertheless, there is a tendency now to 
make our State elections a run-off rather 
than a contest between parties. A Demo- 
crat may go jAnto the Republican primary 
and vote for a favorite. If his candidate 
is defeated, the Democrat returns to his 
own party in the election, which was not 
the object of the primary at all, the theory 
being that voters would vote In their orn 
primary. The fact is working contrary to 
theory. Christian County contains only a 
few Democrats and the Billings Times says 
that most Democrats voted in the Republi- 
can primaries, and explains thus: 

“A study of the returns shows that ap- 
proximgtely 4200 votes were polled in the 
primary by supposed-to-be Republican vet- 
ers. The vote for Collector totals 4302, for 
Recorder 4180, for Circuit Clerk 4122 and 
for County Clerk 4081. A study of the 
Official Manual for Miksouri divulges that 
in 1928, a presidential year. when a full 
State and County ticket was also in the 
making, Christian County pojied in that prie 
mary for Governor with five candidates run- 
ning, that would supposedly bring out a full 
vote in the Republican primary, only 2614 
votes; that Dewey Short. running unopposed 
and a popular candidate. polied 3392 
for Congress, and Attorney-General Sharte}, 
also running unopposed. polled 3375. 

“In the late primary we had only the 
county ticket involved that interested the 


voters to any extent. Sttfll, we polled on the 
average nearly 1000 more votes in the pri- 
mary of 193@ than in the primary of 19238. 

“The Official Manual or Blue Book also 
Giscloses that at the general election in 
1928, with such popular candidates as 
Hoover, Patterson and Judge H. L. Gideon, 
that Mr. Hoover’s vote in Christian County 
was 3576, Mr. Patterson’s vote being 349% 
and Judge Gideon's 3628, or, putting it 
plainly, we polled an average of some 709 
votes more in the primary this year, and 

it an off-year, than In the general election 

of 1928, when it was generally known that 
an unprecedented large vote was polled not 
only in Christian County but throughout the 
country. 

“Only one reasonable explanation can be 
made of this situation, and that is that many 
Democratic friends of individual candidates 
voted for their favorite in the primary and, 
while doing this, proceeded to vote for oth- 
ers of their choice running as Republicans. 
At the November election these same Demo- 
crats, or many of them, will turn back and 
vote their own ticket, thus reducing the 
Republican primary vote by several hundred, 
or there will be a wide diserepancy between 
the Republican vote in the primary and the 
Republican vote in the general election.” 

We don’t have a great deal of this in 
Greene County? as the vote is rather close 
and a candidate stands about as .goed « 
chance on one ticket as the other, but in 
one-sided counties the tendency te make 
the election a mere run-off will probably 
increase.

LONDON, Aug. 23.—A protest

American friends. We are their 
best customers and send them 
enormous revenues—millions of 
pounds a year. Yet when we send 
our pictures over there we find 
doors bolted and* barred in our 
faces. This isn’t a wise policy and 
must sooner or later be abandoned. 
We don't ask them to take any- 
thing £hat is unworthy of their rec- 
ognition; but only such products as 
are acclaimed for their technical 
qualities and entertainment value 
in all other parts of the world. 
They have in many cases been cer- 
tified by their own American rep- 
resentatives as being entirely suit- 
able for and likely to be highly 
successful in that market. 

“Last year our own theater com- 
pany paid American film corpora- 
tions over half a million pounds 
($2,430,000) in film Mire. There is, 
however, a greater power always 
available as a last resort—the 
power of public opinion. Public 
opinion in England gives fair play 
to all coming into this country and 
naturally expects similar treatment 
for its nationals seeking outlets 
abroad.”

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SAYS CHINA GANTT BE 
UNITED FOR 50 YEARS 


Speaker at Institute of Politics 
Declares Europeans Required 
500 for Similar Advance. 


By the Associated Press. 

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., ug. 
°3.—China will require more than 
50 years to become united, Prof. 
Géorge H.'Blakeslee of Clark Uni- 
versity told members of the gen- 
eral conference on the far Eastern 
situation at the Institute of Politics 
today. China, he said, is attempt- 
ing to accomplish in a brief period 
the social, economic and political 
changes that required 500 years in 
Europe. 

“American public opinion is op- 
posed to any form of forceful in- 
tervention,” he said, “but would 
welcome any opportunity to be 
helpful to China in removing the 
obstacles that stand in the way 
of a united, democratic govern- 
ment.” 

Grover Clark of New York, for- 
mer member of the China famine 
relief, said the problem of dealing 
with recurring famines in China 
was of vital concern to Americ.ns, 
for business as well as humanitar- 
lan reasons. 

“When millions of Chinese lose 
their entire purchasing power be- 
cause of drouth or flood, American 
sales to China inevitably must de- 
crease,”” he said. ‘“‘The most ef- 
fective way to hasten the restora- 
tion of order and prosperity in 
China is to help raise the general 
economic level of the people.” 

Charles C.. Batchelder of New 
York, former commercial attache 
of the United States Commerce De- 
partment in China, discussed a 
suggested Chinese appeal to the 
League of Nations for a commit- 
tee to make recommendations. 

“The present Government of 
China is dominated by  foreign- 
| educated young theorists, who have 
'no knowledge of economics and 
| who constantly oppose every real- 
istic attempt to solve the prob- 
lems of China,” said Mr. Batchel- 
‘der. “An international commis- 
ision of this kind could not be 
suspected of designs upon the poli- 
tical or economic independence of 
China, and would be able, with 
proper technical assistance, to lay 
before the Chinese people a def- 
inite plan.” 

Yusuke Tsurumi, former mem- 
ber of the Japanese Diet, said the 
Japanese realize that the affairs 
of China cannot be settled in Nap- 
king and Tokio. 

“The most important key to the 
‘solution of Chinese probicms,” me | 
said, “is a perfect agreement among 
‘the United States, Great Britain 
and Japan. If this agreement can 
be informally made with the sup- 
port of enlightened public opinion 
of the respective nations, then and 
then only the real balance of pow- 
er of the Western Pacific can be 
attained.” 


PROTESTANTS APPEAL AGAINST 
CHINA'S CHURCH RESTRICTIONS 


12 Denominations Ask Nanking 

Government to Lift Bar on 

Religious Instruction. 

SHANGHAI, Aug. 23.—Twelve 
Protestant sects, representing more 
than three-fourths of the native 
Chinese Protestant church mem- 
bership, have appealed to the Na- 
tionalist Government at Nanking 
for removal of the 1929 restrictions 
on religious worship and education 
in the church schools. The appeal 
is the first organized step by Chris- 
tian Chinese to combat the Kuom- 
intang’s determination to divorce 
religious education and the schools. 

Since the restriction went into 
effect in the spring of 1929 few 
Christian schools have been left 
untouched by the antireligious cam- 
j paign, and feeling against Chinese 
of both Protestant and Catholic 
faiths has resulted in open clashes 
between the mission authorities 
and the antichurch crowd. 
school strikes have oc- 
cured, while institutions in the jur- 
isdiction of the Nanking Govern- 
ment run the risk of being pad- 
locked, if they make the slightest 
pretense of teaching the young 
Chinese the principles of Christian- 
ity. : 

The Chinese Christians have been 
‘harder hit by the restriction than 
the foreigners. British and Ameri- 
can missionaries, who are in the 
majority, are protected in their 
work by their consuls, but the Chi- 
nese have been shown that they 
can expect little sympathy from 
the authorities if they carry Chris- 
tian education outside the home. 

The Christians, moreover, are 
not alone in their fight. The re- 
strictions include every form of 
worship. Mohammedan, Buddhist 
and Taoist missionaries have pro- 
tested frequently.

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Night-Blooming Water Lilies 
Draw Crowd to Tower Grove Park 


Twenty-six Kinds of Rare Flowers Developed 
‘ by James Gurney ‘ahd Son—Will _ 


Bloom Until 


Frost Time. 


Hundreds of St. Louisans nightly 
stroll or drive to Tower Grove 
Park to admire a collection of 
night-blooming water lilies which 
although most of the admirers are 
not aware of it, many experts con- 
sider the finest in the world. They 
will bloom at their best until frost. 

Fully half of the 26 kinds of 
night-blooming lilies on display 
were developed at the park bv its 
late superintendent, who was suc- 
ceeded in 1920 by his son, James 
Gurney Jr. With them, closing up 
in evening as the night-blossoms 
open, are 19 Of the finer day- 
bloomers. 

A section of the .park east of 
the Tower Grove avenue entrance 
and south of the greenhouses has 
been devoted to lilies. It is a gem 
of purposeful informality within 
the formal major design. Flood 
lights strike out the shimmer of 
a half-dozen variously shaped, 
carelessly scattered pools, and 
sharply limn the starry flowers. 

Pure White Jubilee Lily. 

Here, seeming almost to shine 
as it catches the light, is a pure 
white, the Jubilee. Beside it is a 
deep and vivid red, the Frank Tre- 
lease, named for the former direc- 
tor of Shaw’s Garden. Both wWere 
creations of the senior Gurney. 
And between the two is a lovely, 
delicately graduated scale of 24 
distinct shades. 

The glassy stillness of the water 
and startling brightness of the 


flowers in themselves convey a 
sense of the exotic. The air of the 


tropical is enhanced by the land- 
scape. In the pools themselves, 
the darkly gleaming surface is 
swallowed up in many a tiny bay 
by a dense cluster of lavender 
hyacinth or yellow water poppy. 

‘Abruptly beside a pool will rise 
a heavy tangle of tropical plants. 
Not a flower distracts from the 
flowers in the lily-pools. Crotons 
among the other foliage plants pro- 
vide high colors. “Real palms,” 
say children admiringly, as they 
gaze at the fantastic fronds of an 
occasional cycad between the pools. 

\Willows Ruined by Tornado. 

Overhead wave the graceful 
pennons of willows. Once a clump 
of enormous willows, so dense that 
it appeared t6 be one great, in- 
credible tree until the leaves fell in 
autumn to bare the many trunks, 
was one of the prettiest sights of 
this section. It was ruined by the 
tornado of 1927. 

The cool vistas between the 
trees and shrubbery are peopled 
with strollers in little groups of 
two and three and four, prefer- 
ably two. Fluttering coveys of 
small girls scurry to the water edge 
and point excitedly. Over in the 
shadows stand the square, contem- 
plative figures of daddies, some- 
how symbolizing content. Pipes 
smolder intermittently red. Pipes 
seem to fit the place. 

“Yes,” says the white-haired Su- 
perintendent Gurney, turning away 
at length. ‘The finest thing about 
it, to us, is the way these people 
seem to like it.” 


VINITA PARK WITHOUT STREET 
LIGHTS DUE TO UNPAID BILL 


Citizens Trying to Obtain Fund to 
Pay $48 Owed Union 
Electric. 


The 50 street lights in Vinita 
Park have been dark for the past 
three weeks because of the failure 
of its citizens to raise sufficient 
money to pay the Union Electric 
Light and Power Co.’s monthly bill 
of about $48. 

L. B, Lehew, president of the St. 
Louis County Improvement Asso- 
ciation, which has maintained the 
lights through contributions from 
householders, expects to see light 
again some time next week.

He makes 
beds, sweeps and does other chores 
before going to his job. He returns 
to cook lunch and is home at din- 
ner. 

A social worker tells of one fa- 
ther who has not been out of his 
little flat after 7 at night in six 
years. In that time, too, he has 
not had a vacation, because vaca- 
tions at his factory are without 
pay. 

In the slums, neighboring women 
try to give a motherly touch to such 
homes, but are so work-worn them- 
selves results are scant. A pair of 
stage dancing twins were brought 
up by a “male mother,” but he 
passed on before they won recog- 
nition.

Mrs. McCormick, Candidate 
for U. S. Senate, Says 
She’ll Abide by Result of 
Fall Referendum. 


By the Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Illl., Aug. 23.— 
The prohibition issue in the Illinois 
senatorial campaign was clearly 
éefined today with Mrs. Ruth Han- 
na McCormick, the Republican 
nominee, pledged to abide by the 
voters’ decision in a referendum 
and James Hantilton Lewis, the 
Democratic candidate, standing on 
an out-and-out wet platform. 

Mrs. McCormick. who had always 
been regarded as a dry, announced 
at the Republican State convention 
here yesterday that she stood ready 
to obey the mandate of the voters 
in the referendum on prohibition 
Nov. 4, the same day as the sena- 
toria] election. 

Her speech followed announce- 
ment of the State G. O. P. Plat- 
form containing a prohibition plank 
almost identical with Mrs. McCor- 
mick’s stand. The plank, which 


pledges Republican representatives 
in Congress to carry out the will of 
their districts, was regarded as a 
compromise between the wet and 
dry factions in the party. 

The Democrats, meeting Wednes- 
day, followed the lead of their 
standard bearer, tormer Senator 
Lewis, in favoring repeal of all 
prohibiton legislation. 

In the first ‘statement she has 
made on prohibition since announc- 
ing her candidacy, Mrs. McCormick 
reaffirmed that she was personally 
gadry. She said, however, that she 
was a member of the Republican 
party which ‘pledges itself to be 
responsive to the will of the 
people” and she outlined specifical- 
ly what course she would take if 
the various referendums carried. 

If the voters favor repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment she said she 
would vote to submit the question 
to the states If the people de- 
cide for modification of the Vol- 
stead act she said her course would 
be in sympathy with the principle 
60 approved, but the “definite 
course to be pursued would be de- 
pendent, of course, upon the nature 
of the modification demanded.” 

Concerning the referendum ques- 
tion on repeal of the Illinois search 
and seizure act, she said it was a 
“state law which I shall not now 
discuss."’ 

Mrs. McCormick added that “un- 
til the constitutiona lamendment ig 
repealed or until the Volstead act 
is repealed or’ amended, I stand 
squarely for enforcement of both 
measures.

Germans Fly to Greenland 
On Way to N ewfoundland 


Captain Von Gronau 


and His Three ‘Com- 


panions Keep Ultimate Destination a 
Mystery After Departure. 


By the Associated Press. 
IVIGTUT, Greenland, Aug. 
—Captain Wolfgang von Gronau 
and his three German conipanions, 
who Ianded here yesterday in a 
flight from Iceland, will continue 
to Labrador or New Foundland to- 


morrow if weather permits. They 
presumably are on a flight to the 
United States, although they have 
not so announced definitely. 

Von Gronau and tbe others, 
Granz Hack, mechanic; Albrecht, 
wireless operator, and Edward 
Zimmer. an aviation student, took 
off from Reykjavik early yester- 
day morning and indicated that 
they were going to return to Ger- 
many. They flew westward, how- 
ever, and reached this point with- 
out difficulty. 


COPENHAGEN, Denmark, Aug. 
°3.—Capt. Wolfgang von Gronau, 
German aviator, and three com- 
panions, today were at Ivigtut, 
Greenland, presumably on their 
way to the United States, after a 
flight from Reykjavik. Iceland. 
Greenland authorities reported 
the flyers’ arrival there yesterday 
afternoon, after several hours of 
mystery as to their course after 
they left Reykjavik, avowedly going 
to Germany, but actually heading 
in the opposite direction. 
Departure from Reykjavik yes- 
terday was at 6:35 a. m. (1:35 a. m. 
St. Louis time). One hour and 35 
minutes later a radio message from 
the plane indicated a westerly 
rather than easterly flight, and in- 
formation later said the plane land- 
ed at Ivigtut at 3:30 p. m. Green- 
land time (1:5 p. m. St. Louis 
time.) The trip was about 1000 
miles, over water most of the way, 
and required about 11 hours’ flying. 
The four airmen have the same 
Dornier-Wal flying boat that 
brought Roald Amundsen and his 
companions back from their un- 
successful attempt to reach the 
North Pole in 1925. Besides von 
Gronau, they are: Franz Hack, 
mechanic; Herr Albrecht, wireless 
operator, and an aviation student 
named Zimmer.

Capt. von Gronau flew here from 
the Faroe Islands early in the week 
and intimated the American flight.

His radio an hour and a 
half after departure, however, gave 
the American direction of his flight 
and added that landing arrange- 
ments had been made in Green- 
land and Canada, “‘thanks to the 
good assistance of Iceland.” 

Capt. Von Gronau is chief of the 
training school for commercial air- 
plane pilots at Warnemuende, Ger- 
many.
